SEVENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 

Introduction:  The  President  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  managers  of  the  School  submit  to  the  Corporation  and  to  the 
public  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland  this  their 
seventy-eighth  annual  report. 

This  report  is  necessarily  general  in  character,  but  in- 
formation regarding  various  departments  of  instruction  and 
details  of  the  financial  standing  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of 
the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer. 

Supervision : The  Board  keeps  in  close  touch  with  the 
activities  of  the  School  and  at  each  monthly  meeting  appoints  a 
visiting  committee  of  two  of  its  members  who  inspect  all  de- 
partments and  make  a report  at  the  ensuing  meeting. 

In  June  of  the  year  under  report  our  Superintendent  and 
Mrs.  Allen  represented  the  School  at  the  biennial  conference  of 
the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  in  Austin, 
Texas.  At  this  time  our  delegates  also  had  the  opportunity  of 
visiting  a number  of  schools  for  the  blind  in  the  Southern  States 
and  New  England,  and  of  acquainting  themselves  with  the 
educational  programmes  and  domestic  organizations  of  these 
institutions. 

Property:  During  the  year  under  report,  1947-48,  repairs 
were  necessarily  limited,  due  to  high  costs  of  material  anrl 
labour.  However,  during  the  summer  the  buildings  were 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  various  rooms  re-decorated. 

Finances:  The  School’s  income  is  derived  from  three 
main  sources:  provincial  and  municipal  grants,  income  from  an 
endowment  fund,  and  occasional  donations. 
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It  is  a matter  of  great  concern  to  this  Board  that  despite 
an  increase  in  the  per  capita  grants  made  by  the  Governments 
concerned  in  1946,  the  School's  income  has  failed  to  cover 
steadily-rising  costs  of  maintenance. 

Such  a situation  has  made  it  increasingly  difficult  for  the 
School  to  carry  on  its  valuable  work  in  the  educational  and 
cultural  fields,  and  has  rendered  impossible  for  the  present,  any 
expansion  in  these  programmes. 

Health:  The  general  health  of  our  pupils  throughout 
the  year  was  excellent;  there  having  been  but  two  cases  of 
serious  illness  and  no  epidemic  of  contagious  disease. 

In  this  matter  of  health  we  wish  to  acknowledge  the  services 
of  our  visiting  physicians,  Drs.  W.  G.  Colwell,  George  L.  Covert, 
and  J.  F.  L.  Woodbury;  of  our  oculists,  Drs.  A.  E.  Doull,  A. 
Ernest  Doull  and  D.  M.  MacRae;  the  generous  treatment  which 
we  receive  from  the  various  hospitals  and  the  Dalhousie  Health 
Centre. 

Acknowledgments:  In  addition  to  the  Services  already 
mentioned  the  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge:

At  the  Annual  Halifax  Boys’  and  Girls’  Hobby  Show  our 
students  from  the  Manual  Training  Departments  submitted  a 
large  number  of  entries  and  won  many  Divisional  and  Lias 
prizes  for  their  work. 
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For  a number  of  years  our  older  and  intermediate  boys  have 
been  receiving  instruction  in  swimming  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
This  is  an  activity  greatly  enjoyed  by  our  boys,  and  is  con- 
sidered an  important  factor  in  maintaining  their  general  good 
health. 

Our  Girl  Guide  Company,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Norman  MacCulloch,  meets  regularly  and  is  a continual  source 
of  instruction  and  pleasure  for  our  older  girls. 

A Wolf  Cub  Pack  for  junior  boys  organized  early  in  the 
term,  was  fortunate  in  having  the  experienced  guidance  of 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Speed. 

Our  boys’  physical  training  classes  conducted  by  Mr.  George 
Tucker,  a graduate  of  the  School,  carried  out  a successful  year 
of  training,  and  brought  credit  to  themselves  and  their  in- 
structor at  the  Annual  Drill  Display  held  in  June. 

It  was  a matter  for  regret  that  we  v’ere  unable  to  secure  an 
instructor  for  our  girls  for  more  than  a small  portion  of  the  year. 

This  past  summer  your  Superintendent  attended  the 
Convention  of  the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the 
Blind  in  Austin,  Texas.  Delegates  from  all  but  a few  states  and 
from  a number  of  Latin  American  countries  were  in  attendance, 
and  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  comparison  of  policies  was  most 
useful  and  stimulating.  Furthermore,  the  contacts  made 
during  the  trip  with  other  schools  for  the  blind,  as  well  as  the 
American  Printing  House  and  the  American  Foundation  for 
the  Blind,  will,  it  is  felt,  be  of  very  definite  value  in  the  future.

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General  Information 


Territory:  While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  this  school  really  serves  the  blind  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 

Eligibility  for  Admission:  Any  person  resident  within 
the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 
character  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time  by  special  arrangement. 

Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  Nova 
Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to 
board,  lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to 
pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  cloth- 
ing and  smaller  personal  needs.  Pupils  residing  in  Newfound- 
land should  apply  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  St.  John  s,  and  those  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  their 
local  government  representative. 

Housing:  Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  W'ater  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace,  and  a regularly  employed 
watchman  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings  every  hour  of  the 
night. 
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Health:  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 
permanent  resident  nurse  and  assistant,  and  three  regular 
visiting  physicians.  In  addition  the  School  has  the  services  of 
three  expert  oculists,  and  every  effort  is  made  not  only  to  safe- 
guard, but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible,  the  amount  of  vision 
possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 


Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  in  supervised  groups 
the  services  of  city  churches  representing  the  denomination 
stated  on  the  original  application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is 
allowed  from  this  policy  except  on  written  request  of  parents 
or  guardians.  Religious  instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes 
is  carried  on  in  the  school  by  volunteer  workers  from  the 
pupils’  own  churches,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  facilitate 
the  performance  of  the  religious  duties  of  all  pupils  in  their 
chosen  creed. 


Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  three  departments— Literary,  Music  and 
Manual  Training. 


Literary:  In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of 
Grade  Eleven.  In  addition  pupils  are  given  a course  in  practical 
typewriting.  While  many  of  our  pupils  are  taught  to  read 
and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  system  used  by  the  blind) 
those  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it  are  permitted  a lim- 
ited use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work.  Four  diplomas  are 
granted  from  this  department:  Common  School,  High  School 
First  Year,  High  School  Second  Year,  High  School  Third  Year. 


Music:  In  the  Music  Department  pupils  receive 

thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instruction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ.  Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given 
in  accordance  with  the  work  covered.  Regular  and  efficient 
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classes  in  chorus  singing  arc  conducted  for  both  older  and 
younger  pupils. 

A very  important  department  of  instruction  is  that  in 
pianoforte  tuning,  and  diplomas  are  given  to  men  who  satis- 
factorily complete  this  course. 

Manual  Training:  In  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment instruction  is  given  in  woodwork,  broom-making,  brush 
making,  mattress-making  and  repairing,  shoe  repairing,  cane- 
seating, reed  basketry,  rug-weaving,  sewing  and  knitting. 
Certificates  are  granted  to  graduates  in  accordance  with  the 
courses  covered. 

Maintenance:  The  School  is  maintained  by  per  capita 
grants  from  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland, 
by  the  income  from  a small  endowment,  and  by  public  dona- 
tions. 

Management:  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the 
direction  of  a board  of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  the  members  of  which  take  a keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  pupils. 
The  Provincial  Secretary  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Premiers  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  are  ex-officio 
Managers.  The  School's  finances  are  kept  by  modern  business- 
like methods,  are  audited  annually  by  a chartered  account- 
ant, and  the  financial  statement  published  in  the  regular 
annual  reports.  Visitors  are  invited  to  inspect  the  School 
at  any  time,  and  a keener  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public 
is  solicited.

The  Blind  Endowment  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  1917  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  supplementary  annual  income  for  the  work  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  for  the  various  enterprises 
in  connection  with  the  adult  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland. 

The  Trustees  are  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Eastern  Trust  Company. 

The  Capital  Investments  at  September  30,  1948,  amount- 
ed to  $61,289.95,  and  the  gross  income  for  the  year  ended  Sept- 
ember 30,  1948,  was  $2,332.59. 

The  entire  income  is  distributed  quarterly  as  follows: 

The  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind.  45% 

The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 5% 

The  Home  Teaching  Fund 25% 

The  Maritime  Foundation  for  the  Blind 20% 

The  Scholarships  and  Grants  Fund 5% 


The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 

This  fund  is  one  of  the  subsidiary  funds  of  the  Blind 
Endowment  Fund  and  was  established  at  the  same  date  as 
the  main  fund.  Its  sole  source  of  income  is  the  five  per  cent 
of  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund.  This  income  is 
kept  in  a savings  account  at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
cheques  are  drawn  on  this  account  for  the  payment  of  bills 
in  connection  with  the  printing  of  Braille  literature.

The  Home-teaching  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  the  year  1893  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  an  annual  income  to  be  used  in  the  work 
of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. Collections  were  made  from  the  public  of  this  territory 
from  May  26,  1893,  to  August  15,  1917.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  are  the  trustees 
of  the  Fund,  and  the  capital  securities  are  deposited  with 
the  Eastern  Trust  Company.  The  value  of  these  securities 
as  at  June  30,  1948,  was  $13,185.00. 

In  addition  to  the  income  from  the  funds  under  its  own 
name,  the  Home-Teaching  Fund  receives  25  per  cent  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund,  (See 
above);  and  by  an  agreement  entered  into  October  1,  1919, 
the  entire  annual  income  from  both  sources  is  paid  over  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
for  the  carrying  on  of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.  The  income  is  kept  as  a savings  account 
at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia.

1.  (1) — The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 

between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under 
the  provision  of  "The  Poor  Relief  Act,”  a settlement  in  any 
municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such 
municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  cf  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  for 
the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  warden  or  mayor  shall  at  once 
grant  under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality 
city  or  town,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  be- 
tween the  ages  above  prescribed,  and  has  a legal  settlement  in 
such  municipality,  city  or  town. 


(2)  Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  there- 
in to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  and  sub- 
ject to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescribed,  to  be  educated 
and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  term. 


(3)  Where  such  blind  person  has  no  such  settlement 
within  the  province,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  person 
residing  for  at  least  one  t ear  in  any  city,  town  or  municipality 
within  the  province,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such  munici- 
pality or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  and  older  for 
the  admission  of  such  person  into  such  school,  which  order 
the  warden  or  mayor  shall  grant  under  his  hand  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  such  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being  satis- 
fied that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
and  has  no  legal  settlement  within  the  province.  R.  S.,  c.  54, 
1:1914,  c.  23,  3. 


2.  (1)  Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of  six 

and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  m addition 
to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age,  those  ent :ern  g 
between  the  ages  of  ten  and  thirteen  yeais  sha  e U1 
remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of  th  rteen 
and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  five  years,  thos. 
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ing  between  1 lie  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  shall 
be  entitled  to  remain  three  years. 

(2)  — The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  may,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  extend  the  time  of 
attendance  of  any  pupil. 

(3)  — In  the  case  of  hopeless  incapacity,  serious  misconduct 
or  other  sufficient  cause  on  the  part  of  any  pupil,  the  prescribed 
term  may  be  shortened  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  School.-  -R.  S.  c.  54,  s.  2. 

3.  — For  evert  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  warden  of  any 
municipality  or  under  an  order  from  the  mayor  of  a city  or 
town  which  contributes  to  the  Municipal  School  Fund,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  such 
school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Provincial  Treasury 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
half-yearly,  and  also  to  receive  annually  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  payable  yearly,  from  the  Municipal 
School  Fund  of  such  municipalitv.  1920,  c.  20;  1925,  c.  39-

5.  The  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  shall 
furnish,  semi-annually,  to  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  full 
returns  of  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of  the  pupils  in  respect 
to  whom  such  payments  are  claimed. — R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  5. 

6.  In  ihe  annual  apportionment  of  the  municipal  school 
fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include  the 
amounts  due  the  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasurers  of  the  respect- 
ive municipalities. — R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  6. 
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7.  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  upon  being  satisfied 
that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  province  and  has 
no  means  of  paying  the  expense  of  his  education  at  the  School  or 
his  training  in  any  trade  shops  carried  on,  or  to  be  hereafter 
carried  on  in  this  province  by  the  Maritime  Association  for  the 
Blind,  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  any  blind 
person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Such  action  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  to 
be  received  into  the  School,  or  such  trade  shop,  on  the  same 
terms  as  he  would  be  received  into  the  School  if  he  were  under 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years. — 1919,  c.  42. 

8.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  on  whose  behalf  application 
for  admission  to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has  no  settle- 
ment within  the  province,  the  Provincial  Secretary,  if  satisfied 
that  such  person  is  chargeable  to  the  Province,  may  pay,  or 
agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  the  same 
sum  as  is  paid  from  the  provincial  treasury  in  the  case  of  a per- 
son admitted  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Chapter. — 
R.S.,c.  54,  s.  8. 

9.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years  who  has  not  a settlement 
with  in  the  Province,  may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden  of 
any  municipality,  or  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or  town,  for  an 
order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School 
for  the  Blind ; and  if  such  warden  or  mayor  is  satisfied  that  such 
parent  or  guardian  has  bona  fide  settled  in  such  municipality, 
city  or  town,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  the  warden  or 
mayor  may  grant  such  order,  which  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  an  order  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapt- 
er in  respect  to  a person  who  has  a settlement  within  this  Prov 
ince. — R.  S.  c.  54,  s.  9. 

10.  The  Provincial  Secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  (he  B me .

1.  Any  city,  town  or  municipality  shall  have  power  to 
vote,  assess  for,  levy,  collect,  receive,  appropriate  and  pay  all 
sums  of  money  required  for  the  following  purposes,  that  is  to 
say. 


(a)  The  purchase  and  leasing  of  lands  and  buildings  and 
the  establishing,  equipment  and  maintenance  of  local  workshops 
and  factories  for  the  employment  of  persons  who  are  totally  or 
partially  blind,  and  the  payment  of  salaries  and  compensation 
to  those  employed  therein,  and  the  disposal  and  sale  of  the  out- 
put of  such  workshops  and  factories.  1916,  c.  4,  s.  1. 

(b)  The  aiding  by  ways  of  grants,  concessions  or  other- 
wise of  any  organizations  or  associations,  within  the  confines  of 
any  city,  town  or  municipality,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  em- 
ploying those  who  are  totally  or  partially  blind. — 1916,  c.  5,  s.  1. 

The  Revised  Statutes  of  New  Brunswick,  1927 
Chapter  57 

Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

1.  In  this  Chapter,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires 

(a)  “Institution  means  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  of  by 
the  Governor  in  Council. 

(b)  Board  means  the  board  of  managers  or  the  man- 
ager of  the  institution. 

2.  A parent  of  guardian  of  a blind  person  between  the 
ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under  the  provisions 
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of  the  Chapter  Respecting  Settlement  of  the  Poor,  a settlement 
within  any  county  or  city  or  town  of  the  Province  may  apply 
to  the  warden  of  the  municipality,  or  the  mayor  of  such  city 
or  town  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
institution,  and  the  said  warden  or  mayor,  on  being  satisfied 
that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
and  has  a legal  settlement  in  the  municipality,  city  or  town 
shall  at  once  grant  such  order  for  admission  as  aforesaid,  under 
his  hand  for  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city  or 
town  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his 
approval  to  be  endorsed  thereon.  C.  S.,  c.  51,  S.  1,  a.m. 

3.  Such  order  when  approved  by  the  Provincial  Secretary 
shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be  received  into 
the  institution  and  subject  to  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed 
to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  terms. 
Pupils  entering  the  institution  between  the  ages  of  six  and  ten 
years,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in  addition  to  the 
time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  pupils  under 
thirteen  years  of  age,  when  entering  the  school  shall  be  entitled 
to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of 
thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  five  years; 
and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years 
to  remain  three  years.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  5 a.m. 

4.  On  the  application  of  a blind  person  who  is  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  the  Governor  in  Council  upon  being 
satisfied  that  such  person  has  a settlement  within  the  Prov- 
ince and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expenses  of  his  education, 
may,  by  order  in  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board,  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  such  per- 
son. The  order  in  council  shall  name  the  municipality  in  which 
such  person  has  a settlement  and  to  which  he  shall  be  changeable 
and  shall  entitle  such  person  to  be  received  at  the  institution 
on  the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned  in  section  2 and  d, 
1917,  c.  27,  a.m. 
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5.  Blind  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  re- 
ceived at  the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  section  4 shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  be  entitled 
to  remain  for  three  years.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  3 am. 

6.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  extend  the  time  of 
any  pupil  who  has  entered  the  institution  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  or  of  any  former  Act.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  4 am. 

7.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  institution 
and  educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  payment  at  the  rate  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly 
and  a like  amount  from  the  county  school  fund  of  the  munici- 
pality in  which  such  blind  person  has  a settlement.  This 
section  shall  apply  to  any  blind  person  now  in  attendance  at  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind.  1921,  c.  26,  s.  1 am. 

8.  The  Board  shall  furnish  semi-annually  on  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  to  the  Chief  Superintendent 
of  Education  of  the  Province  full  returns  of  the  names,  ages, 
residence,  attendance  and  any  other  matters  which  may  be 
required  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  respecting 
the  pupils  in  the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  this  Chap- 
ter. C.  S.  51,  s.  7 am. 

9.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  countv 
school  fund  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include 
the  amounts  due  the  Board  and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the 
treasurers  of  the  respective  municipalities.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  8 am. 

10.  When  a city  or  town  in  which  any  such  blind  person 
has  a legal  settlement  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the 
county  school  fund,  said  city  or  town  shall  pay  to  the  Board 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  toward  the 
support  of  such  blind  person  and  such  sum  shall  form  part  of  the 
assessment  of  such  city  or  town.  Said  blind  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  said  institution  in  the  manner  provided  by  sec- 
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tion  2 and  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town  shall  have  the  same 
powers  as  are  by  section  2 conferred  upon  the  warden  of  a muni- 
cipality. The  Provincial  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Board  for 
each  such  blind  person  which  a city  or  town  contributes  as 
aforesaid  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  year  in 
like  manner  as  is  provided  in  section  7.  1921,  c.  26,  s «2,  am. 

11.  A parent  or  guardian  of  a blind  person  between  the 
ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years  who  has  not  the  settlement 
referred  to  in  section  2 may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden 
or  a municipality  or  the  mayor  of  a city  or  town  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  institution  and  if  the 
warden  or  mayor  is  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guardian  has 
bona  fide  settled  in  the  municipality,  city  or  town  with  the 
intention  of  remaining,  the  warden  or  mayor  may  grant  such 
order  in  manner  and  form  as  prescribed  in  section  2,  which 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  given  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  section.  C.S.c.  5,  s.  10  am. 

12.  When  a blind  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the 
institution  or  on  whose  behalf  application  for  admission  has 
been  made  has  no  settlement  as  required  by  section  2,  the 
Provincial  Secretary,  if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  fairly 
chargeable  to  the  Province  may  pay  or  agree  to  pay  to  the 
Board  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  from  the 
Provincial  treasury.  1921 , c.  26,  s.  3,  am.
